1. By a Trade to the South-Seas, I muft 
be allow’d to mean a [rade to the 
whole Spanib Dominions in America, 
fince cill we (ee so which part our fre- 
fent Attempt fhal) point, no Man can 
difcourfe otherwife than of tle whole 
Trade, nor will it alter any Thing of 
the Natore of our Difcourfe; that 
whole Trade, tho’ vaft in its Extent, 
not varyiog fo much in its Circum- 
fiances, as other Branches of Com- 
merce in the World co vary ; ner fo 
much, ag to makea general Way of 
i1peakimg to it, improper or unintelli- 
gible. 

2. I do not here undertake to determine 

the great Queftion, Whether itis bes- 

ter fer England to Trade diredly to the 

| Spanith Weft Indies, or by Way of Old- 
Spain ? A Queftion which may 
have more to be faid to it, than fome 
People imagia — But as we are now 
circumftanced in the Affair of a War 
with Spain, America in the Haods of 
Philip V. the French admitted to Trade 
thither, and the Evglifh Trade, vid 
Old Spain, en'irely interrupted, du- 
ring this Jaterval, that Queftion remaizs 
20 Queflion. 

3. 1am to be allow’d jn all T am faying 
of the Trade to the Sowth-Seas, to be 
underftood of a Trade to be carried 
on by Force, and under all th: conftant 
Oppofition of France and Spaiv, not 
by Treaty. 

4. Asto the Grand Boquiry, Whether 
this Trade fhall be continued and car- 
ried on aftera Peace, with the con- 
fent of the Spaniards, or no, and bow ?

ces of the Earth, ualefs you will turn Whigs, 
and talk of Eleion) by this, they br- 
came the proper Dominions of the Spaniard 
about the Year 1521, during the Reign of 
Cb. V. Emperor of Germany and King of 
Spain, of whom the Wricer of the Life of 
Charles V. [ays thus, (p-aking of the Empe- 
rors Affairs runing Crofs in Hay in his 
Wars 2gainft the French ——— But durin, 
thefe Misfortunes, be receiv'd the gratele 
piece of News that ever was brought to any 
Prince fince the World began, which was that 
of the Conqueft of America by a bandful 
Men, under the Command of FERDINAN- 
DO CORTEZ, Marquifs DEL VAL, 
who with left than nine Hundred Foot and 
120 Horfe, Conquerd the Rich nud Great 
Empire of Mzxico, took the Jmperial City, ix 
wich was 1 Millions of People, took MON- 
TEZEUM\ their Emperor Prifoner, ts the 
midft of 100000 of bis Subjc®s, and fubdu’d
